inaptly been called a profession because 
in its present state of perfection it u bas- 
ed entirely upon scientific principles," 
said an old New York watchmaker to a 
writer for the Star recently. "The field 
of piactical application of science from 
tbe correct calculation of tbe vibration 
of the hairspring to the demagnetization 
of tbe watch is so vast that it can hardly 
be comprehended by any one not of » 
mechanical turn of mind.

HOUSES ARE SCARCE. 


TUEIUS ARK INDICATIONS THAT THE 


BUSINESS OF RAISING HOUSES WU.L 


AGAIN BKCOME PROFITABLE— 


VIEWS OF "THE 
HOUSEMAN." 


From present indications there will 


soon be a material advance in the price 
of horses, especially tlie better grades. 
Even DOW good horses are by no means 
plentiful. 
But tiiis is a trifle to what th 


scarcity will be iu the future. Tor th 
market is only just commencing to fee 
the effect of farmers having almost ceas 
e<l to breed, since the era of low price 
began. Owners of stud horses in ever 
section of the country have the same tal 
to tell. For the last three or four year 
tlieir business has fallen off to such a de 
gree, says The Horseman, that most o 
them are on the verge of ruin, and man 
have abandoned the business, utilizin 
their stock for some other purpose. Th 
surplus caused by over-production durin 
the prosperous days of breeding, is no 
yst entirely exhausted, but the past sea 
son. though there were plenty of five 
year-olds and upward to be fotmc 
younger animals were scarce. 2^ex 
son, therefore, there will be very few 
five-year-olds, which are the most desii 
able animals for the city market; and tb 
export trade, and each season hereafte 
they will become- scarcer. It is tru 
that the use of electricity for tractio 
purposes has lessened the demand fo 
horses, but only for those of a certai 
class. The almost universal use of th 
bicycle has also decreased the deman 
for saddlers and drivers. But a goo 
rrany people, who abandoned the bugg 
for the wheel, have discovered that tb 
use of the latter entails a good deal o 
labor, while the saving in expense is no 
large. The most important factor, how 
ever, in destroying the home demand fo 
the better class of horses, was the bar 
times that have prevailed the countr 
over. Therfi is now every indication 
an improvement in this respect, so thou 
sands, who in order to retrench, had t 
forego the pleasure of riding or driving 
•will soon once more be able to afford thi 
ei'joj able and health giving pastime. 


* * The forepoinj; should eocourag 


tlio?e farmers who have suitable mare 
to once more engage in the horse raisic, 
industry. Those who start first are sur 
to reap the greater profits. It will nee 
essarily take many years to bring th 
horse supply once more up to the normi 
point, a<> it is safe to predict that the pro 
duce of the mares bred the coming sea 
ton will bring prices that will be raor 
tl an satisfactory to their owners, if suit 
aMe raafes are selected for them. It i 
those who make an early start that wi 
nap the benefit of a bare market. Fo 
rising prices next season, and for highe 
ones two years hence, will send ever 
farmer into the business again, with 
probability ttiat an oversupply will one 
more be prodnced, unless more care i: 
breeding is exercised in the future thai 
has been the case iu the past. There i 
one good effect this depression of 1st 
years should have had. Those farmer 
who have bred haphazard, using tb 
cheapest sires, must have noticed tha 
those tew of their neighbors, who selecl 
ed some animal specially suiied for eac 
mare, wore Ke!li;is; at living prices, whil 
tht-ir joungeteiH failed to bring enough 
after deducting U.ee heap covering fee 
to pay for tfce keep of tt'.H mares whil 
carrying them. This should teach them 
that too much care-can never be exer 
f:vstd iu wifethig both sire and dam. 1 
they have laid tbis lesson to heart th 
misfor uura they have gone througl 
may prove a blessing in disguise. In 
future tbe demand will be for the bes 
individuals obtainable in the variou 
classes. Such animals, for many years 
at least, can be sold at a good profit, bu 
they can only be produced by carefu 
mating. The Boards of Agriculture o: 
thosy states where horse raising has been 
largely carried on in the past, have now 
a splendid opportunity to confer lasting 
benefits on the farmers. 
The number o: 


stud horses within tiieir jurisdiction have 
been reduced to a minimum. Probablj 
few but the fittest have survived. When 
those who formerly kept them, begin to 
stock up again, which they undoubtedly 
will do when a demand for their services 
arises, they should either be encouraged 
to buy none but the best, by a liberal 
annual subsidy from the state for each 
horse granted a certificate of perfect fit- 
ness by the Board, or they should be 
compelled to do so, by legislation forbid- 
ding any horse to be used for covering 
purposes, unless such a coitilicate was 
granted him. By this means the aver 
age class of all the horses raised would 
be vastly improved, which would in- 
crease the export demand and stimulate 
the home one. 
I have been for the past 


month traveling through the State of 
Wisconsin and Und only a very few flve- 
year-olds and still fewer younger horses. 
In short, the country is so b.ire of hoisss 
tliit some of the exporters are not able 
to till their weekly contracts. 
Moreover, 


some of them are scouring the country 
in carder to get what they want, aud to 
ruy personal knowledge are not finding 
enough even of a grude slightly inferior 
to that which they desire to buy.

IE we delay the time of seeding to escape 
the former, the tatter is a dangerous 
menace 10 the plant. With the most 
successful men, it is accepted that early 
seeding is tlie safest, for the following 
reasons : To make sure of a crop the 
seed must he well covered. The seed 
that sprouts lying on the surface, is an 
easy victim to frost and drought. If we 
can make the i'roet an agent oE security 
rather than oue of destruction, we have 
gained a strong point. By early sowing 
we can do this; especially is this true of 
clay soils. On our own farm we have 
not had a failure that broke our rotation 
for twelve years. Once or twice it was 
not aa heavy as we desired, hut too good 
a s and to destroy ami risk sowing agair, 
after a turn of grain crops. For several 
years we have suwed the last week in 
February aud the first week in March, 
often during both weeks, as the weather 
favored tbe work. 
Hereafter if we 


make any change in the time of sowing, 
we \viil do it earlier, <-.s earlier sowing 
will give more time for the seed to work 
into the soil by frost action before the 
spring opens and the seed sprouts. 
The 


deeper we can get the seed covered by 
this frost action, the more warm weather 
will be required to sprout it, hence one 
or two warm days in early spring, be- 
tween sharp freezes, will not sprout it, 
and thus lure the young plant to desttuc- 
tion. This covering of the seed by frost 
action, gives tbe plant a deeper root hold 
on the soil, which protects it against 
drought.
